The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although it is 
relatively well documented in the art' that tin-based coatings can be applied to nickel preplated 
steel strip (e.g. see the cited Carey and Ooyagi references), applicant has shown that their process 
produces a distinct properties in the coated strips.
